Social security, healthcare, pensions, mortgages, and most important of all; living 
is in a sharp decline in the U.S. What’s the point of being a millionaire with the

How ironic. What is now happening across the country is rebellion and revolt. This 
is the calm before the storm to anarchy actually.
